Lorenz, af- 
ter examination of the,body. had ex- 
pressed-the opinion- that-he was mur- 
dered. Medical Examiner Timothy 
Leary. who conducted an inquiry in- 
to McGilvary's death, has announced 
no formal finding as yet. but has ex-
